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Tile trial of the leaders of rarloua BaagarlsLn Zionist groupb 
arrested a month ago ended vlth the ten defendants helng sentenced from 
6 months to 3 years In prison and deprlred of their elTll privileges and 
r:!ghts fcp s period of 5 years* They vere accused of having pursued the 
eJtlTltles of their ocrganlzatiosis and particularly of having furthered 
llle 9 &l emigration despite their "voluntary dissolution." 

The Hungarian press did not ocvsent on the matter vhiclt Involved 
the flight of apprcxlmstely 2,000 persons vho reached Tlenna a fev weeks 
ago, hy way of Bratislava* The Bhngarian govemnent demands a "release 
fee" for each emigrant. The only emigrations authorized are those of persons 
having ohUdren or parents in ^lestine. 


Referring to reports in the UB press that religious education had 
heea stopped In Bingary, aingary's Jewish ocaBrnmltioa, the Assoolatlon 
of Rahhli, and tho Biz^aridn section of the Jewish WoEiad Congrsss Iscned 
a signed statemrufc explaining thmt the only cowinltles dissolved were 
those whloh had already Been liquidated hy the Hazis. Jewish schools 
oonttune to teach and the Jews of Bhngary are allowed to practice their 
religion without Intei^ferencor The Jewish World Congress la fTee to 
carrT on its activities and there Is no religious persecution of any 
It Is not true that ooamminlty officials are appointed hy the 
CoMBmlsts; on the ocntrory, the system of free and autoncBoas elections 
Is being oontiimed. 

Such mis Information, the statement concluded, vae not apt to benefit 
the Jews In Sastei'n Rixj: opa*
